racher than Speech, eſpecially in Print, if the ſight of the 
Danger of the King and Kingdom were'in, had not made a 
violent impreſſion upon me, as the Peril of Creſ#s did upon 


| his Dumb Son ; for when ſuch Capital Miſeries are threat- 


ned, who can be ſilent ? | 

They that impure Meanneſs and Inferiotity to my chatge, 
are like to have Confitentem reum ; but the conſideration I 
reſerve my ſelf upon, is this, That God oft-times makes 
uſe of weak Inſtruments, having Truth on their ſide,co bring 
about great Deſigns, that ſo all the glory may be aſcribed 
to himlelt. . | 
| Notable Mutations in the Government of this World 
have evened upon ſeemingly light and inconfiderable occa- 
ſions. 'I ſhall inſtance in that which was the talk of all 
Europe 1n 1ts ſeaſon ; And that was the action of Charles the 
Fifth, Emperour of Germany, and King of Spain, in refignin 
up his Empire and all his other Dominions, and living af- 
rerwards a private and retired life, He had been a Prince 
of great Wars, and (generally) of proſperous Succeſles, ha- 
ving had the Pope himſelf, and the King of France both 
Priſoners, . and extending his Victorious Banners to the ve- 
ry Indies. 
It muſt needs be ſome Signal and Remarkable thing you'l 
fay , which occaſion'd ſo eminent a Change in ſuch a 

C Mighty 
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Mighty Monarch ; Ile tell- you one great Reaſon thereof 
which the Hiſtorian relates: An Old Soldier of his came 
tro.him, deſiring a Diſcharge from his Milicary Employ- 
ment : The Emperour demanding his reaſon, received this 
anſiyer, That there ought to be ſome reſpite between the work of 
a mans Life, » and the buſineſs of his Death, Which Speech, tho 
- ſeemingly light and obvious, yet wrought ſo great an im- 

- preſſion ppon his Mind, that he ſoon after followed the Old 
Soldiers example, Far be it from me.to equalize Caſes ; 
_ *Tis ſufficient, if I can but adumbrate the rude Lineaments 
of a Similirude ; for alas, what am1? . And if it be lawful 
for me to uſe the names of others, what is Mr. Oates, Mr. 
Dugdale, or Mr. Mowbray, but comparitively mean, and” b 
ſome perſons lighted, affronted and diſcourag'd Inſtru- 
ments, that the hinge of ſo great Diſcoveries ſhould turn 
upon us. . It is ſufficiently known, That the.Deſign of the 
Papiſts hath been the iſſue of the Council of many years, 
paged by the skilfulleſt and deepeſt Heads of that Facti- 
on.: Now that all theſe productions ſo long a hatching, 
ſhould be cruſhed on a ſudden by, as it were, obſcure and 
unthought of Perſons, I will not ſay it honours the Inſtru- 
ments, beeaule I my ſelf am concerned amongſt them, bur 
of this I am ſure it mightily exalrs the name of God, who 
by men, otherwiſe deſpiſed, is pleaſed todo his own work. 
I will nor diſpute whether Dr. Oates went over to the Pa- 
pits upon any conviction of Judgment (that being a point 
proper for his own Determination) but for my deſertion of 
Proteſtancy, it is in part accounted for in my following In- 
formations. -I confeſs, to my ſhame, that warldly intereſts 
did concur too much thereof, as the conveniency of an out- 
ward livelyhood and beneficial employment ; and my re- 
rurn to the reformed Religion was partly upon the guilty 
cognizance I.had of this Black deſign, and the Roman 
Priefts vowed approbation thereof; Being ſo reduced to 
the Proteftant Church, I hope God will ſo afliſt nie with his 
Grace, thar I (ſhall be no ſcandal rhereunto, but thar I ſhall 
improve the ſtrict and holy principle thereof, even to the 
exemplifying of them in my own heart and life, ſo thar I 
{hall no -more be deceived by the lying ſuggeſtions of de- 
ceitful Prieſts. For it is no ſmall encouragement to the 


diſſoluteneſs which is amongſt the Papiſts, The eafineſs of 
| thoſe 
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thoſe confefions which they undergo. And Sands in his 
Europe Speculum page the, 1 1th. wall afford ample ſarisfaQis 
on, who hath theſe remarkable words ; Thave known (ſaith 
he) very devout perſons, Who by their own report excuſe thetr ac- 
quaintance in matters criminal, having wittingly perjured them- 
ſelves in Judgment, only preſuming upon this preſent and eaſe re- 
medy of Confeſſion, and others of more then ordinary note among 
them, who When the tim? of their Confeſſion was at hand, would then 
venture on thoſe ations, which before they trembled at, as preſu- 
ming to ſurfeit by reaſon of the Neigbourbood of aPhyſfitian. And 
as for penances I haye known (fayes the ſame Author) page 
the 42th. That penance for horrible and often Blaſphemy, 
beſides much other Lewdneſs, hath been no other then the 
bare ſaying their Beads thrice over, a matter of ſome hours 
murtering and which in [aly they diſpatch. as they are going 
in the ſtreers, or diſpatch buſineſs at home, making no other 
of it then tio Lips, and one Fingers work. And if Sandys 
be excepted againſt -as a partial Author becauſe of his Reli- 
gion, let us hear what their own Caſuiſts ſay, Layman af- 
firmes, That a Confeſlor is obliged toabſolve his penicent, 
tho he refuſe to perform the pennance enjoyned him ; the 
reaſon he gives is, becauſe no man is bound to fatisfie for his 
Sins in this life. Inſomuch that it is grown a queſtion a- 
mongſt them mentioned by Eſcobar ; Whether it be not 
lawful for a Confeſlor to leave it wholly to the will of the 
Penitent. Add hereunto the doctrines of Pardons and In- 
dulgencies, and then judge whether a large door for licen- 
tiouſneſ; and prophanity be nor opened to the Profeſſors of 
the Roman Church 

Theſe Doctrines of the Papiſts are ſo corrupt, that ſome 
of their own do condemn them ; and to this purpoſe read 
what the Sorbon Dofors lay againſt the Jeſuirs. Moral Pra-* 
fice of the Jeſuits, page 143; 144. When Biſhops and Prieſts 
were not without difficulty induced to proceed to the Reconciliation + 
of Penitents to God, for fear of binding themſelves in thoſe Sins 
Whereof they pretended to looſe others, whom, it may be, the Sove- 
raign Judge had not abſolved; Sinners, tho reconciled, continued 
in fear and humiliation, having their ſins ever before them ; and 
after the praiſing of all ſorts of good Works, and ſubmiſSion to 
the rigour of Eccleſtaſtical Diſcipline, they were ſtill afraid they had 
net ſatisfied the JuStice of God: But now as if the mo5t _—_ 

Times 
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Crimes were as inconſiderable as the highest faults, and as eaſily par- 
doned as the ſmalle$t miſcarriages ; as if the maladies of the Soul 
were not difficult to cure, and as if God had for the future for ever 
remitted the ! pore of his Judgments againſt Sinners, foo the time 
they followed the Advice of the Jeſuits ; The mo$t diſSoliite Wretches 
are no ſooner abſolved by theſe Complacent Dire&drs, but their Con- 
ſciences are in peace” for all their ſins paſt, tho they are reſolved to 
commit them again. With much more to the ſame purpoſe. 
Judge then, whether the. Flood-gate of Impiety be not 
opened by theſe Licentious Tenents, ' But to return. 

The manner how I came to be inſtrumental in theſe 
Marters, deſerves a Serious Conſideration, and adds much 
to the Wonder ; for being born of Honeſt Parentage at New- 
Caſtle upon Tine, I was by them bound an Apprentice in the 
City of London, where if I had ſerved out my full Tirne with 
my Maſter, I had not had the opportunity of knowing and 
conſequently of diſcovering what I now do ; but after ſome 
Years Service, upon fome private diſcontents, I left my 
Maſter, and liſted my ſelf a Soldier in His Majeſties Army, 
in which Military Employment if I had alſo perfiſted, I had 
been abridged of theſe matrers: I muſt therefore look 
upon it as the Providence of God, who made both the Lives 
of an Apprentice and of a Soldier uneafie to me, that fo I 
might be carried into that Family, where the things men- 
tioned in my ſubſequent Informations, were managed and 
cranſa&ted ; and without my reſidence therein, as one of 
their Religion and Family, I could never expe& to know ; 
- for the Papiſts are very Sly to communicate any thing bur ro 
their own Confidents, and that too, under the ſtricteſt 
Bonds and Oaths of Secreſie. 

. And indeed they keep their Proſelytes in great awe and 
ſubjection by thoſe Sacramental Obligations; I my ſelf am 
a great proof thereof, who had many ſuch T'yes impoſed 
upon me not to diſcover the Treaſon in which I was enga- 
ged: Andif it were diſcovered by others, {till to deny it. 
And I muſt confeſs, (if I had perſevered in the Popiſh Reli- 
gion, I ſhould hardly have got over the Obligations I had 
lJayn under thereby : Bur by the Proteſtant DoEtrine I am 
better informed, viz, Thar Oaths binding either to do or 
conceal unlawful things, the ſm lyes in taking, not in break- 
ing them.

To which ſhe anſwer- 
e&d, In being of the Proteflant Religion, and rold himeveral

Thar beſides the Chapel in Sir Thomas's houſe, he the ſaid S$7r Thomas 
had another private Chapel in the houſe of William Butcher in Barm- 
bow, which ſaid William doth not go to Church as a Proteſtant, and 
the faid Sir Thomas Gaſcoigne does keep another prevate Chapel ar La- 
ſimgcroft, and Thomas Gaſcozgne Eſquire his Son keeps allo a private Cha- 
pel at Parlington-Hall, in which ſaid Chapel this Informant was recon- 
ciled, by the ſaid Will:am Ruſhton, ro the Romiſh Church, and Lawrence 
Mowbrey came to him, this Informant, who was then at Garforth Cole- 
P:;ts, and did tell him, this [nfarmant, that Six Thomas had ſent him 
unto him, and that he muſt go with him to 1/7//:am Ruſhton, 'to be ta- 
ken into the Church ; which was accordingly done. 

That after this Informant had changed his Ke/ig/on ( which was about 
the beginning of June 1675.) he married with one Mizry Baker, Niece 
ro Myr:s. Errington, then living in Sir Thomas's heuſe, whom rhe ſaid 
William Ruſhton did pervet to the Roman Catholick Religion, as he told 
him this Informant, and that upon this [nformanis Marriage his Wifes 
Aunt Mris.

William InglebyesLady immediately atter their coming forth,thatit was 
accordingly ſealed, but who were witneſſes ro rhe ſaid Detcaſence, he 
cannot inform, bur believes Charles Insleby and his Brother who were 
preſentcan give an account, This {nformant 1aith, that when the afore- 
laid one thouſand pound was borrowed, and the Conveyance ſealed, thar 
he did at that time know that it was bur collufively and pretendedly bor- 
rowed of Sir W:1l;am Ingleby tor tear Sr. Thomas Gaſcoignes eſtate ſhould 
be tortcited ro the-King, but he this Informant did not then know there 
was a deſign in Agitation againſt the life of the King, he then being a
